reaching the outside world. As re- 
layed through Berlin, they lay claim 
to a Turkish success, the first the 
Turks have ventured to record since 
the British began their drive for 
Jaffa and Jerusalem. The British 
described their operation east of the 
Jordan as a raid to cut the Hejaz 
railroad. A retirement was admit- 
ted: also an encounter with unex- 
pectedly strong Turkish forces. The 
Turks now describe the retirement 


as involuntary and hasty, and as ac- 
companied by considerable losses in 
material. 

The British can probably seize and 
hold the Hejaz railroad line—the 
only link connecting Turkey in Asia 
with Arabla-—when they find it 

to do so. The Turks now 
have their hands full taking over the 
Catcasus, holding the down in 
Armenia and chetking the British 
advance on Mosul, 

Another communique also admits 
on their land forces at 
Mariupol, on the north shore of the 
Fea of Azov, by Russian warships. 
The action indicates the safe retire- 
ment of at least a part of the Rus- 
sian Black Sea fleet, from Sebasto- 
pol, which was recently seized by 
the Germans. If the Russian squad- 
ron is Intact, it may still challenge 
Tureco-German control of the Black 
Sea, even though it has lost ite main 
base. 

The appearance-of German troops 
on the north shore of the Sea of 
Azov, close to the Don district, shows 
that the conquest of what was left 
to Russia by the treaty of Brest- 
Litovek is still rapidly proceeding: 
That treaty ie no bar whatever to 
German expansion to the east. Yet 
Lenine’s government has just ex- 
changed greetings at Moscow with a 
new German Ambassador and ex- 
preased to him the fervent hope that 
Germany will respect the treaty and 
will give the battered hulk of the 
old Russian empire a chance to en- 
joy in tranquillity the phantom 
blessing of the new Soviet regime.

GERMAN INFANTRY AREAS 


British and French Better Positions 
by Local Attacks; Teuton Morale 
Shows Breaking Signs. ;

ONDON, May 7.—Artillery activity is raging tonight north of 

the Lys. The war of the big guns in this region followed 
furious gun attacks squth of Arras. The artillery of both sides 
hammered each other hard south of Ypres in the midst of a driv- 
ing rain. 

The Allied guns have been a steady fire into the 
German back areas. The infantry is resting on its arms. Showers 
with alternate bursts of sunlight make the exchange of volleys 
spectacular in the extreme. ‘ 

American troops are active in Picardy. - Gas has been used 
freely in retaliation for Teuton gas attacks. Evéry day brings 
news of fresh Yankee exploits. German prisoners are continually 
being brought in by Pershing’s men, now thoroughly inured to the 
gruesome tasks of war. 

The Kaiser's infantry apparently has lost much of the confi- 
dence that characterized ite initial attacks. Numerous rockets 
sent up at night tell of nervousness. Other signs are not wanting 
that the Allied defence is not underrated. Late dispatches say 
that the Germans are massing before Amiens. 


GERMAN ATTACKS ARF SMOTHERED. 

The German offensive has not alone gotten no new start on the wést- 
ern front. Tt is betng anticipated and smothered at various points by vig- 
orous Allied counter-attacks. 

Intense bombardments last Friday and Saturday of the Allied line on 
the northern side of the Lys Valley salient seemed to foreshadow a re- 
newal of Von Arnim's thrust for Ypres. But no infantry assaults fol- 
lowed. On the contrary, since Friday the French have materially bet-, 
tered their positions before Scherpenberg and Mont Rouge, to the north+ 
weet of Mont Kemmel. 

The British also have gained ground at two points on the south side 
of the salient. 
named a village about three miles north of Bethune. On Sunday they 
repelled a German attack at Hinges. But since then they have fought 
another successful battle at Locon, gaining more ground. In the Amient 
area local German points of vantage alao are being nibbled away.

AUSTRALIANS MAKE BIG ADVANCE. 

Yesterday the dashing Austraiian forces stationed north of the Somme 
advanced 1200 yards on a front of more than a mile at Marlancourt. Mar- 
lancourt lies between the Somme and the Ancre, half way up from the 
Somme Valley to Albert. In this section the Germans have shown little 
ability to push ahead since early days of the Hindenburg offensive. They 
have made almost as slight an impression on the defenses of Albert as 
they have on the defenses of Arras.

He is seeking to effect a 
breach tn the moral trench lines of 
his foe, as he used his artillery to 
prepare the way for his great attack 
of March 21. 


We are then bound not to fall into. 


th trap. We are bound beyond al! 
else to avoid playing the German 
game by one more general and so!- 
emn discussion of alleged German 
peace terms which suddenly leap 
from outer darkness to the head- 
lines and front pages of all news- 
papers and become the topic of dis- 
cussion of millions of people. This 
is exactly what the German wants 
to procure, this is the result which 
he is seeking, and this the result 
which im the past he has to a very 
great extent succeeded in procuring. 
to the very great injury of his 
enemies, and to his own consider- 
able temporary advantage. 

The German is at present com- 
mitted to the greatest offensive of 
all human history. He is in the midst 
of operations from which he hopes 
to emerge the master of the world. 
He still expects to crush the British 
armies in France before the Amer- 
ican troops can arrive in sufficient 
numbers to deprive him of the Iiniti- 
ative and the offensive for the bal- 
ance of the war. 

STILL. EXPECT TO WIN. 

There is not the smallest warrant 
for the belief at the present hour 
that, despite obvious delays and 
ternporary disappointments, the 
German does not éxpect to win his 
great battle. We are confident, we 
on the Allied side, becaure we have 
escaped a great disaster and 
achieved a unity of command and 
a co-ordination of resources which 
must give us greater powers for re- 
sistance than ever before. But there 
is no reason for foolish optimism. 
The simple truth is that we have 
been twice in two months on the 
edge of grave disasters, the extent of 
which it is still unwise to discuss. 

The German knows how near he 
came to winning the war between 
March 21 and April 1. He expects 
to win it now, thanks to the ad- 
vantages gained in that tragic ten 
days. But he is intensely anxious 


that hie foes should believe that he 


has lost hope, that he has sbandoned 
his grandiose expectations and that 
he is really suing for peace under 
cover of neutral agencies. If he can 
establish thie idea his next attack 
will be an even greater surprise than 
his last. 


TO UNDERMINE MORALE. 


In this same fashion the German 
is seeking to assail the morale of the 
people behind the lines. Another re- 
verse in Flanders or Picardy would 
have tenfold effect if it has been 
preceded by a period of optimism 
and.a general belief that the Ger- 
man had “shot his boit" and was 
out to throw up the sponge. We 
may not fathom all that the German 
has in his mind in launching his 
new peace offensive, but we may 
safely——we must, necesvarily—recog- 
nize that this peace offensive has an 
intimate relation to the war offen- 
sive, that it is a detail in the mili- 
tary campaign of 1918, and it is as 
important, as a military circum- 
stance, as the drive for Amiens or 
the advance toward the channel. 

Recognizing this, we must all of 
ve contribute to repulsing the of- 
fensive. There is a simple and com- 
plete answer to this offensive. The 
German wants his enemies to talk 
peace. He wants to repeat his suc- 
ceases of a year ago, when, while 
he was organizing his Italian offen- 
sive and preparing for the partition 
of Russia, he had everybody in the 
enemy countries solemnly and sage- 
ly discussing the termination of the 
war and various elements in the 
population which ought to have 
been co-operating against Germany 
quarreling over what were fair 
terms of peace. 

DECISION IN FLANDERS. 

The decision of this war will be 
had in Flanders and Picardy. The 
German will win or lose the war as 
he wins or loses this battle. He has 
not lost it and he is getting ready 
to attack with his armies again. Be- 
fore making a third attack, which 
may be the most terrible, and will 
certainly be the last colossal en- 
deavor, given his expenditure of men 
and material, he has launched a new 
peace offensive. 

This is all that sane and sensible 
people in the Allied countries need 
to know now. It is idle, foolish, it 
approaches Bolshevik insanity to 
discuss peacé terms under existing 
conditions. We are to recognize that 
for his own purposés, which remain 
military and Prussian, the German 
has started a new peace discussion, 
and, realizing this, we must talk war, 
think war, do war. 

SEEKING VICTORY. 

Germany is still seeking victory 
and not peace before victory. We, 
too, ere seeking victory, military 
victory, which is the sole chance of 
preserving the things we love and 
believe in. Germany has pow at- 
tacked those behind the lines, as she 
attacked the line a few weeks ago. 
Her military attack has been 
checked for the moment, at least; 
the moral assault must be halted 
permanently at its point of depar- 
ture, 

So far in this war German propa- 
ganda has been more deadly than 
the “German sword.” It was never 
more dangerous than at this critical 
moment in the decisive campaign of 
the war. Every man or woman in 
any Allied country who talks peace 


been| now will help Germany to win the 
Ambassador to the 


war. Therefore, every loyal man 
and woman in every Allied country 
hes a duty to perform, a danger to 
meet, an invasion to repel. The only 
time when we can talk peace safely 
will be after victory—and we have 
victory still to win. Meantime let 
vs “fight it out on this line iff it 
takes all summer’—and many sum- 
mers.

OF AIR BOARD. 


Sought by Senate. 


No Whitewashing this Time, 
Says Chamberlain. _ 


Sensational Charges we Made 
Daily, Declares Senator. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Two new 
investigations of aircraft production 
are about to be launched. While 
President Wilson and the Cabinet 
were hearing today Atty.-Gen. Gres- 
ory’s plans for the inquiry into 
charges of graft and mismanage- 
ment ordered by the President, 
Chairman Chamberlain of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee announced 
that the committee proposed to re- 
open its Investigation and “put its 
filnger on the men responsible for 
deficiencies in the aviation pro- 
gramme.” 

In the meantime, the House Mili- 
tary Committee, considering the fif- 
teen-billion-dollar army appropria- 
tion bill with a billion for aviation, 
Virtually completed a brief aircraft 
inquiry of its own. 

After hearing Secretary Baker and 
his chief aides for aviation, the com- 
mitteemen Were agreed that the sit- 
uation did not call for an investi- 
Zation by them, and leading mem- 
bers said after the meeting they 
were convinced both that there had 
been no critical liability for delays 
and deficiencies in the past, and that 
the present status of War Depart- 
ment plans was satisfactory. 

ATTORNEY IN CHARGE. 

The Attorney-General spent an 
hour with the President after the 
Cabinet meeting. Later he an- 
nounced that Asst. Atty.-Gen. WII- 
liam L. Frierson had been assigned 
to conduct a thorough inquiry with 
the assistance of other lawyers of 
the department and special agents 
of the bureau of investigation. 

One of the first steps of Mr. Frier- 
son will be to examine the report 
submitted to the President by Gut- 
zon Borglum, the sculptor, and to 
call upon Mr. Borglum for evidence 
to support his sweeping charges of 


graft and pro-German intrigue. 


Atty.-Gen. Gregory said today the 
sculptor would be given the fullest 
opportunity to subetantiate his al- 
legations. In addition to the Borg- 
lum report, Mr. Frierson will have 
the report of the President's special 
committee, headed by H. Snowden 
Marshall gnd such information as 
has been developed by the Senate 
committee. 

Apparentiy the request of Maj.- 
Gen. Squier, chief signal officer of 
the army, for a military court of 
inguiry to establish the truth or 
falsity of Borglum’s accusations 
against army officers still is before 
President Wilson. 

SENATE INQUIRY. 


Senator Chamberlain's announce- 
ment followed conferences of mill- 
tary committee members and dis- 
cussion of the subject on the floor 
of the Senate. The committee ex- 
pects to begin ite work within «a 
week and probably will delegate it 
to a substitute committee to meet 
in executive session. 

Senator Chamberlain referred to 
the charges that pro-German in- 
fluences have inepired criticiem of 
the aircraft programme and  de- 
clared such charges would not deter 
any of the committee from doing 
his duty. 

“Sensational charges affecting the 
aircraft programme are being re- 
ceived daily by committee members,” 
said the Senator. “The whole busi- 
ness has been camouflaged and mis- 
represented to the American people. 
This committee is determined to do 
whatever is necessary to help win 
the war. If there is responsibility 
for lack of speeding up, the com- 
mittee proposes to put its finger on 
the men responsible, without fear or 
favor. And it does not propose to 
engage in any whitewashing process, 
either.” 

Senator Brandegee of Connecticut, 
Republican, and others approved the 
proposal to give the public complete 
information. The Connecticut Sen- 
ator ea4) it was time for those mak- 
ing charges regarding the aviation 
situation to “prove up or shut up.” 


INQUIRY DEMANDED. 
The aircraft subject came up as 


soon as the Senate convened. Stirred 
by published charges culminating 
yesterday in the President's order 
to the Department of Justice, Sen- 
ators at once began demanding Con- 
Sressional inquiry. 

Senator Brandegee, Republican, of 
Connecticut, was among the first to 
call for one and Chairman Chamber- 
lain responded with his announce- 
ment ofthe committee's intention. 

The investigation, Senator Cham- 
berlain announced, would be to de- 
termine how and where the immense 
appropriations were expended, add- 
ing that the committee proposed to 
put its finger on the men responsi- 
ble, and added: 

“The committee does not propose 
to engage in any whitewashing proc- 
ess, either.” 


SOMETHING WRONG. 


In making his announcement Sen- 
ator Chamberlain declared there 
had been something radically wrong 
with the whole programme. He had 
never seen the Borglum report, he 
said, but declared the conclusions 
reached in the H. Snowden Marshall 
report were in accord with those 
of the committee. 

The Senate committee, he said, 
Was a part of the government au- 
thorities, and added significantly he 
was certain the President “approves 
its course in advance.” 

New charges of a sensational kind 
in connection with aviation are be- 
ing brought forth daily, Senator 
Chamberlain continued. 

“These charges are coming to me 
and other members of the committee 
every day,” he said. “This commit- 
tee ie determined to do whatever is 
necessary to help win the war.” 

CADETS UNTRAINED. 


Referring to testimony of Maj.- 
Gen. Squier, chief of the Signal 
Corps, before the committee _§re- 
garding fallure to train 1500 Ameri- 
can cadets sent to France because 
no airplanes were available, and 
Plans to return them to this coun- 
try for training, Senator Chamber- 
lain said a large number of cadets 
had never received any training 
abroad. 

Senator Walsh of Montana, Demo- 
crat, declaring the statement 
“extraordinary,” asked if it were 
not a “confession of failure” and 
what explanation had been given. 


“The extreme optimism of the 
chief signal officers, those associated 


with him,’ Benator Chamberiain re- 
plied, “wag the explanation.” 

“They ought in perfect good 
faith, 1 think, they would have the 
planes there to train the men.” 

MORALE DESTROYED. 

Senator Chamberlain said the 
committee had even more important 
information which it was not deemed 
advisable to publish, and said it had 
received a letter from one of the 
cadets, declaring their jriorale had 
been “absolutely destroyed” by fall- 
ure to receive training. 

Authorities, he said, now are ar- 
ranging to “protect them against 
optimism of the aircraft board.” 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Republican, commended the commit- 
tee for deciding to pursue its inves- 
tigation and said information should 
be had regarding expenditure of 
$640,000,000 on the aviation pro- 
gramme for such results as ‘“‘de- 
scribed by the Senator.” 

Senator Thomas of Colorado, Dem- 
ocrat, said he understood that $.00,- 
000,000 had been “actually expended 
and that the reset is represented by 
contracts” which when completed 
will absorb the remainder. 

SQUIER NOT BLAMED. 


Senator Walsh asked whether the 
sending of 1500 aviators to France 
for training “was a wild, heedlers 
and thoughtless act” of Gen. Bquier, 
er a failure because of wrong as- 
surances given him. 

“There is no question regarding 
Gen. Squier, TI think.” replied Sen- 
ator Chamberlain. “I think he hon- 
estiv believed that the planes would 
be there.” 

“Then there was no training of 
the men because the planes were 
not there?” demanded Senator 
Walsh. 

“The planes were nut forthcoming 
either from this country or from 
France,” responded Senator Cham- 
berlain. ‘This whole business has 
been camouflaged and wmisrepre- 
sénted to the American public.” 

It has only been recently that 
planes have been eupplied in ade- 
quate quantities for training pur- 
poses, he added. 


PROFIT I8 LARGE. 


The Senator said the original atr- 
craft programme provided for 
something like from 2500 tm 3000 
fighting planes in France by July 1. 

Investigation shows, Senator Mec- 
Cumber of North Dakota, Republi- 
ean, declared, that such planes can 
be produced at a “big profit’ for 
$3900 apiece. 

“But had they cost $19,000 each 
we ought to have had 100,000 
planes,” Mr. "McCumber declared, 
think in view of the fact we have 
spent nearly one billion dollars and 
have not got any, we ought to find 
out what became of the money.” 

Senator Reed of Miasour!l, Demo- 
erat, declared Senator McCumber's 
estimate of the average cost was 
too low, declaring both the Pritish 
and French governments have been 
compelled to pay largely in excess 
of that amount, one particular style 
machine costing Great Britain $4700 
apiece. 


“I doen't doubt there has been 
blundering of the most colossal char- 
acter,’ Senator Reed added. “It has 
been under the supervision of Mr. 
Coffin that this failure has come and 
because Mr. Coffin thought he could 
standardize airplane engines #80 
they would fit any machine on 


earth.” 
PRICE TOO LOW. 


Production of airplanes for $3000 
apiece, Senator Reed declared, was 
“a physical tmpossibility.” The 
Liberty motor, he added, was only 
adaptable to two or three planes. 

Senator McCumber insisted his «s- 
timates were correct, explaining they 
were based on the production of a 
standardized machine. 

Senator Smoot of Utah, Repub- 
lican, declared that when the $640,- 
000.000 appropriation was asked it 
was said by aviation officials to be 
“ample” to bulld 22,000 airplanes. 

Resuming his announcement, Sen- 
ator Chamberlain declared that not 
cniy would aviation be investigated 
by the committee, but it aleo would 
continue ite war inquiry “with ref- 
erence to every other branch of the 
eervice.”’ 

“And the charge made that those 
who want to secure the truth «re 
pro-German and serve the enemies 
of our country wil] not deter any 
individual member of the commit- 
‘ee from performance of his duty,” 
he suid in conclusion. “My whole 
desire is to bring the truth to the 
attention of the people and I have 
no doubt that those who have served 
the American people faithlessly will 
be brought to task by the people.” 

ALLIES BUY MOTOR. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, Re- 
publicen, remarked that large num- 
bers of Liberty motors had been or- 
dered by the Allies. Senator Cham- 
berlain said England had ordered a 
large number, but he did not deem 
it advisable to disclose confidential 
information about it. 

“If the Senator will come to my 
office,” Senator Chamberlain said, “TI 
will show him what happened to 
that contract.” 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
Democrat, interjected that the num- 
ber of Liberty motors asked by Eng- 
land and France had been “mere- 
ly nominal, because we have not 
been able to supply ourselves.” 

No Liberty motors now are in 


operation abroad, the Nebraska Sen-: 


ator added. 
REPORT TO CONGRESS. 


Senator Brandegee asked to whom 
Atty.-Gen. Gregory would make his 
report. 

“To Congress?” he demanded. 

"No, to the President, who al- 
ready has two reporte and the lord 
only knows if he would make this 
report public if there is anything 
bad in it.” 

“The war,” the Connecticut Sena- 
tor declared, “can’t be won with 
privacy, secrecy and mystery. If 
there is any virtue in co-ordination, 
let's co-ordinate. Thig war is not 
going to be won by Col. House or by 
any favorite of the President.” 

“We can't win this war De talk- 
ing about woman suffrage and prohi- 
bition,” he continued. “We can’t 
win the war by sitting around at 
pink teas and talking about putting 
pink chemises on the men and knee 
breeches on the women. Let's get 
down to brass tacks. Let's find out 
the facts. Let's investigate these 
irregularities in the nonpartisan way 
and report to the public.” 


Senator Poindexter of Washing- c 


ton, Republican, quoting from offi- 
cial reports, said the aviation pro- 
gramme up to July 1 presents an 
aggregate cost of $1,145,960,000, in- 
cluding appropriations made and 
now pending. 

LUMBER WASTED. 

Not only has the aircraft board 
wasted money in securing spruce on 
the Pacific Coast for airplanes, Sen- 
ator Jones of Washington, Repub- 
lican, declared, but it has “very se- 
riously endangered” the spruce sup- 
ply by the lumber operations of 
inexperienced men. 

The Attorney-General named Wil- 
liam L. Frierson, one of his as’sist- 
ants to conduct the aircraft inquiry. 

“The purpose of the investigation 
by the Department of Justice,” said 
an statement by Atty.-Gen. Gregory 
late today, “will be to determine 
whether there has been any dishon- 
esty or malversation of any kind. In 
case either ig developed, necessary 


steps to punish the guilty will be 
taken. The investigation wil! begin 
at once and Asst. Atty-Gen. William 


L. Frierson will be in immediate 
charge.” 
BAKER IN HOUSBE. 
While the Senate was discussing 


the aircraft, Secretary Baker and 


other War Department officials were 
urging before the House Military 


Committee a new billion-dollar alir- 
craft appropriation, 


Secretary Baker declared facts 


and figures regarding aircraft plans 
should not be made public. He 
sald the committee was entitied to 
the detalls, b 


he was opposed to 
presenting them publicly. He sald 


criticiems of the aircraft plans were 


inspired by pro-German influences 


and that details of the government's 


plans should be kept secret on the 


ground of military necessity. 


Plans for the Senate Military Com-

Members gaild today it was probable 
the inquiry would be behind closed 
doors, but with < public report to 
be made later.

Englishmen also are badly treated | 
in the mines. I found out that three! 
of seven who were sent back to) 
Hemetin, died. Package service does 
not exist in the mines and the pris- 
oners receive practically nothing. 
Their only nourishment is from thin 
soup made of barley or bbage, 
sometimes salted codfish gs and 
those of other fish, which it is im- 
possible to eat. There are few po- 
tatoes and very little bread. 

“Ie te impossible for a man to 
work without becoming sick or 
weakened to the point of falling 
down. Then men are struck with 
rifie butte and the flat side of bayo- 
nets, and are placed in dark cells’ 
on bread and water. These cells) 
are own to the mine prisoners as 
*hot/ chambers.’ as they are heated 
by Steam to a high temperattre. 
After the men are held in these 
cella, they are turned ont in the 
snow, where they are required to 
stand at ‘attention’ for a certain 
length of time. Needless to say, 
deaths are frequent. 

“This American had been pun- 
ished several times in this way and 
told me all that I am relating to you. 
T am able to confirm his story, be- 
cause other Englishmen arid 
Frenchmen I saw at Hameln did 
not have the strength even to hold 
cigarette.”

WASHINGTON, May 7. — Final 


legislative action was taken today on 
the sedition bill giving the govern- 
ment broad new powers to punish 
disloyal acts and utterances. Adopt- 
ing a conference report already ap- 
proved by the Sena®, the House sent 
to the President for his signature 
the measure which has been before 
Congress for weeks, assailed as a 
menace to free speech and cham- 
pioned &s essential to order at home 
during the war. 

The President is expected to sign 
the bill promptly and through vigor- 
ous enforcement of its provisions o.- 
ficials of the Department of Justice 
Bay they will be able to do much to- 
‘ward checking the wave of mob out- 
breaks for which unpunished dis- 
loyalty and enemy activity are 
blamed. 

Penalties of twenty years’ impris- 
onment or a fine of $10,000, or both. 
are provided in the bill for those 
convicted of uttering or printing dis- 
loyal, abusive, profane, scurrilous. 
contentuous or abusive language 


ernment, or the form of governmen', 
or the flag. and for those who are 
convicted of favoring Germany or 
her allies in the present war. 

The debate in the House was noth- 
ing like so extended as in the Sen- 
ate and while some opposition de- 
veloped there, only Representative 
London of New York, the Socialist, 
voted against the conference report 
on the final test. Representatives 
Landeen of Minnesota. Republican, 
and Church of California, Democrat, 
voted present. 

“When a group of consclenceles* 
employers refuse to recognize the 
right of people to organize, they will 
have to deal with the 1 W.W.,” Rep- 
resentative London said. 
the 1.W.W. is the working out of the 
law of compensation.” 

MAJL. SECTION. 


The mail censorship séction reads 
as follows: 

“The Postmaster-General may, 
on evidence satisfactory to him, that 
any person or concern is using. the 
mails in violation of the provisions 
of this act, instruct the postmaster 
‘at any postoffice at which mail is re- 
ceived addressed to such person or 
concern to return to the postmas- 
ter at the office at which they were 
originally mailed, all letters or other 
matter so addressed, with the words 
‘mall to this address undeliverable 
under espionege act,’ plainly written 
or stamped upon the outside thereof, 
and all such letters or other matters 
so are made to such postmasters 
shall be by them returned to the 
senders thereof under such regula- 
tions as the Postmdster-Generaymay 
preacribe. 

Penalties under the bill would ap- 
ply to those who make false reports 
or statements with intent to interf@e 
with the operation or success of the 
military or naval forces of the 
United States, or to promote the suc- 
Gees of its enemies or say Or do any- 
thing with intent to obstruct the sale 
of government securities during the 
war. 

They would apply to those who at- 
tempt to incite insubordination or 
mutiny or refusal of duty in the mill- 
tary or naval forces or retard recruit- 
ing, or to those who speak, write or 
publish abusive language against the 
uniform of the soldier or satlor or 
the flag. or the Constitution. 

SOCIALISTS SEEK COVER. 
(BY A P. DAY WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Ma 17.—The power of 
the new espionage act is recognized 
in a formal statement made here 
today by the Executive Committee 
of the national Socialist party. 

The committee held a special 
meeting to consider a referendum 
on repudiating the pacifist St. Louls 
platform. The committee, which had 
legal advice. held that members 
who advocated retention of the &t. 
Louls platform would be Hable to 
prosecution under the new law, and 
the committee decided that it had 
neither the legal nor the moral 
right to lead members into such 
trouble. 

Congress, by enacting the law, in 
the view of the committee, “has ab- 
rogated free speech.”

DEVICE IS SUCCESS. 


YEsTts BY ARMY PROVE THAT 
NEW PROPELLOR 18 
SATISFACTORY. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
TIMES, May 7.—Seth Hart, a 
Los Angeles inventor, and Carl Me- 
Btay of the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce, who have been at 
Dayton, O., observing army teste of 
Mr. Hart's adjustable airplane pro- 
péellier at McCook Field, returned to 
the capital today with the announce- 
ment that the Hart invention stood 
the most severe tests and that army 
and navy experts were pleased by its 
apparent adaptability to 
fiying conditions. 

Mr. McStay states that the ad- 
justable blades of the Hart propeller 
demenstrated the ability of the de- 
Vice to elevate an airplane at least 
4000 feet higher than the best avia- 
tors have been accustomed to fying, 
and that a epeed of fifty miles an

HAILED TURK VICTORY: 


to London Papers. 
Cabinet Asks Public Inquiry 
by Court of Honor. 


Investigation by Parliament 
Urged by Asquith. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 

LONDON, May 7.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, government spokesman in the 
House of Commons, announced to- 
day that the government proposed to 
ask two judges to act as @ court of 
honor to investigate the charges 
made by Gen. Frederick D. Maurice, 
who was recently removed from the 
post of director of military opera- 
at the British War Offee. 


Mr. Bonar Law said the Army 
Council was dealing with questions 
of discipline xrowing out of a .et- 


ter written by Gen. Maurice. 
Gen. Maurice last month was 
transferred from the Britieh War 


Office to active duties in the field. 
Hie position as chief. director of 
military operations was taken over 
by Gen. Delma Radciiffe, formerly 
chjef staff officer of the Canadian 
army and chief of the British mill- 
tary mission at Italian headquarters. 

Shortly before his transfer Gen. 
Maurice in one of his customary 
weekly interviews with American 
newspaper men made remarks 
which were considered in some 
quarters as reflecting on Gen. Foch, 
the commander-in-chief of the Al- 
lied forces. 

TWO QUESTIONS. 


“Gen. Maurice's letter,” sald Mr. 
Bonar Law, “raised two questions— 
the question of military discipline 
involved in writing such a letter, and 
the question of veracity of minis- 
terial statements. 

“As regards the first question, that 
is being dealt with by the Army 
Council in the ordinary way. Aa re- 
gards the second question, though it 
must be obvious to the House that 
the government could not be car- 
ried on if any inquiry into the con- 
duct of ministers should be consid- 
ered necessary whenever their ac- 
tion was challenged by a servant of 
the government who has occupied 
& position of the highest confidence, 
it affecta the honor of the minis- 
ters, and it is proposed to invite tWo 
Judges to act as a court of honor 
to inquire into the charge of mis- 
statements alleged to have been 
made by the ministers, and to re- 
port as quickly as possibile.” 

Former Premier Asquith gave no- 
tice that he would move for the ap- 
pointment of a committe? from the 
House of Commons to investigate 
the Maurice affair, inetead of having 
the inquiry made by judges. The 
motion will be debated on Thureday. 

The letter of Gen. Maurice was 
written to the morning papers, in 
which it appeared today. It charges 
Mr. Bonar Law and Premier Lioyd 
George with having made misstate- 
ments in the House of Cemmons 
with reference to military matters, 
and says they are the tastest in a 
series recentiy made by the govern- 
ment in Parliament. 

Gen. Maurice recalls that Bonar 
Law, while anewering Guestions in 
the House of Commons on April 23, 
said the extension of the British 
front in France was not dealt with 
by the Versailles War Council and 
he asserts that the statement of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer is in- 
correct. He deciares: 

“I wae at Versailles when the 
question was decided be the coun- 
cil to which it had been referred.” 

Gen. Maurice then traverses Pre- 
mier Liocyd George's assertion on 
April ® that the Britieh army _in 
France Was considerably stronger 
on January 1, 1918, than it was on 
January 1, 1917, adding: 

“That statement implies that 
Haig's fighting strength on the eve 
of the battle beginning March 21 
had not been diminished. That is 
not correct.” 

Gen. Maurice also denies the 
truth of Premier Liocyd George's aa- 
sertion that there was only one white 
division in Mesopotamia and only 
three white divisions in Egypt and 
Palestine. 

GIVES REASONS. 

The former director of military 
operations forestailse the phesible 
charge that he is engaged in mili- 
tary conspiracy, and says he has 
not the least desire to see the gov- 
ernment in the hands of soldiers. 

“My reasons for taking the very 
grave step of writing this letter,” 
he says, “are that the statements re- 
ferred to are Known by a large 
number of soldiers to be incorrect, 
and thie knowledge is breeding such 
distrust of the government as can 
only end In impairing the splendid 
morale of our troops at a time when 
everything possible should be done 
to raise it. 

“T have therefore decided, fully 
realizing the consequences to myself, 
that my duty as a citizen must over- 
ride my duty as a soldier, and I 
ask you to publish this letter In the 
hope that Parliament will order an 
investigation of the @tatements I 
have made.” 

PRESS COMMENT. 

The Star says that Gen. Maurice's 
action, coming after the loss of Jel- 
licoe, Robertson and Trenchard, 
shows beyond question that there is 
something wrong with the present 
government in ite relations to the 
army and navy. The investigation 
Gen. Maurice demands must be or- 
dered: it must be a secret inquiry 
intrusted to an absolutely independ- 
ent and impartial body, with in; 
structions to report without delay. 

The Standard regards Gen. Mau- 
rice’s vety action as the most im- 
portant issue raised by the letter, 
adding: 

“We deprecate emphatically any 
acceptance of the principle that a 
distinguished soldier may compel the 
ministers to submit to a formal in- 
quiry concerning points in their ad- 
ministration oft which he disap- 


proves.”

Then, of course, the Germans have 
been nursing an old grouch against 
England. They tell that during this 
offensive the Germans in Berlin dug 
up that “Hymn of Hate”—the only 
musical composition of tte kind ever 
conceived by a modern nation—and 
sung it unti! they Were blue under 
the gilis. 

It is true that England threw «a 
monkey wrench into the Kaiser's 
machinery at the start, but the rec- 
ords show that Belgftum and France 
also gummed things up for the Gere 
mans a bit. The credit mrust be split 
three ways. Without Belgium, 
France would have been whipped. 
France saved England, while Eng- 


land returned the favor. Every- 
thing considered, it w a very 
happy arrangement. ithout any 


one of the three nations on the 
job the Kalser would have won in a 
walk and the rest of the world would 
now be doing odd bits of menial la- 
bor for him. p 

ENGLAND HAS GOAT. 


One thing that aroused his nanny, 
however, Was that he had been un- 
able to “get at” England, while he 
probably felt that he had par- 
tially compensated for the failure of 
his original plans by having been 
able to overrun Belgium and invade 
part of France. To be able to deso- 
late these regions tended to soothe 
his wounded pride. Yet England 
remained intact and the r 
knew that the British could whip 
Germany any day in the week in a 
fair fight on the tea. 

Bo in addition to military reasons, 
he was venting his reyal spleen when 
he threw unperconceived tnaases of 
men against the British. He fully 
expected to annihilate them, then 
destroy Great Britain herself and 
follow this by erushing France. 
Furthermore, she had been so badly 
stung by the French at Verdun that 
she did not fancy tackling them un- 
til she had @isposed of Englend and 
released big numbers of troops from 
thet part of the front. The Ger- 
mane found it more to their king 
to Paria, now largely inhabit- 
éd by women and children, from 
a eafe distance than to tackle the 
French on anything like equal terms 
at the front. 


FAVORS FOR FRANCE. 


In case Germany fatle in this 
smash, I look for a marked change 
In her attitude toward Belgitm and 
France. She will pick them out 
for apecial favors because the 
pathies of the world are so largely 
with them; because they of all 
countries have suffered most cruelly 
from the war. Germany's desire 
will be to hold her lli-gotten eastern 
possessions by meting ont seeming 
justice in the west, while at the same 
time driving a wedge between France 
and Belgium on the one hand and 
Great Britain and America on the 
other. 

It would not surprise me if an 
offer were forthcoming to restore 
and indemnify Belgium, to evacuate 
Northern France and even cede 
over Alsace-Lorraine. With these 
terms accepted Germany would feel 
free to build up her eastern empire 
reaching from the rich gratin lands 
of the south to the oi] and timber 
belts of the north, and exploit Rus- 
sian at lelaure. 

To France, who has had foreign 
armies fighting on her soil for al- 
most four years, such a proposition 
might seem tempting, as it prob 
ably would leave her secure for at 
least fifty years, 

War worn and weary, she could 
hardly be Diamed fur seeking sur- 
cease from the sorrows that have 
beet’ here. Yet her distrvaet of all 
things German is so great, her love 
for America so unbounded and her 
vision of humanity's needs eo broad 
that TI think she will epurn as an 
unelean thing any proffere of good 
wil! from Germany which é@o not in- 
sure freedom for all the world.

“The war is the struggle between 
life and death,” sald John Cowper 
Powys, the eminent English essayist 
and scholar last evening in his lee- 
ture on “France and War,” delivered 
at Trinity Auditorium Mr. Powys, 
one of the greatest of contemporary 
thinkers, takes the attitude that Ger- 
man efficiency ie bent upon destroy- 
ing everything esthetic, and that un- 
Ger such conditions, few of us would 
be able to live. The esthetic, he 


says, is the whole essence of life. 


“We are menaced by something 
much more serious than a change of 
government,” he urged. “It is «a 
complete change of life Every- 
where we would be forced to com- 
mit suicide should Germany win 
thie war. We are now in the same 


position as the ancient V 


Guard, sent to the empire of the 


east to protect civilisation. 


we are guarding all that is delicate, 
Precious and the sacred sanctuary 
of the myrrh and cassia of our es 


thetic soul. 


“Germany is the only country that 
was unconquered by Rome. Where- 


ever Rome went a certain heighten- 


ing went with her. Her stepe were 


net marked by an odious efficiency. 
It is the machine that hag con- 
quered—the German machine. 


“Classical taste, as represented by 


France and Italy, is the moet prec- 
lous thing left to us It ti that 
which is so dreadfully endangered by 
the machine. France is Dileeding her 
heart's bleod. Italy ie Died nearly 
to death. Their cries reach our 
ears, and yet the pacifists eit still and 
watch them in their @death struggics. 
“The pacifist has no outicok, but 
death, not only for himeelf, but al- 
eo for all the rest of ua We could 
not eurvive Teuton rule. Our deep- 
est feelings are at stake, and would 
be crushed by the hated Kultur. 
France has the realization and is 
fighting the foe If you want to 
read books about the war turn the 
pages written by the eh oe and 
Italiane. They have an ap 
an esthetic that is foreign to us.”

Further- 
more, the government wil! require 
that the men be quartered at the 
schools, which involves the use of

HOPE—A HOPE ONLY? 

Chairman Mallard of the City Council 
Finance Committee on Monday expressed 
a hope that should mature early into a cer- 
tainty-—a hope that was born of patriotism 
and for which the taxpayers will gladly act 
in a body as godfather and godnidther. It 
was a hope that the Council will be able 
to reduce department appropriations this 
year sufficient to permit a marked lower- 
ing of the tax rate. Mr. Mallard is serving 
his first term as a member of the City 
Council and has never yet been called upon 
to meet a charge of the pay-roll brigade 
That the bureaucrats are not going to per- 
mit a Hooverizing of the municipal pay 
rolis without a struggle is evidenced by the 
striking fact that the CITY DEPART- 
MENTS ARE DEMANDING A_ $2,400,000 
INCRBASE over last year’s appropriations. 
The war in Europe is of infinitely less im- 
portance to them than observance of the 
precedent that there shall be an annual in- 
crease of 10 per cent. In the cost of city 
government. 

Counciiman Mallard’s hope will find an 
echo in the breast of every citizen who de- 
sires to see California do its best to win 
the present war for democracy. The cost 
of government in California is staggering. 
During the last fiscal year $187,000,000 was 
expended for State and local government 
alone. The counties and municipalities of 
the State are now preparing their budgets 
for the fiscal year beginning on July 1. 
Citizens are demanding a reduction in the 
high cost of politics which will relieve them 
of a part of their staggering tax burdens; 
but the politicians respond by presenting 
estimates that average 25 per cent. more 
than last year's appropriations. They al- 
lege as their reason the higher cost of liv- 
ing. The trouble with our local govern- 
ment is that the bureaucrats and not the 
citizens control the City Councils and the 
county boards. Government has become «a 
game of politicians who gamble for high 
stakes, but with the people's money. 

When popular government is itself threat- 
ened those who hold official positions should 
be the first to rally to its support. One 
would expect them to curb their voracious 
appetites at least while the taxpayers are 
making such heavy contributions to the 
Federal war budget. Political profiteering 
at such a time fajle little short of disloy- 
alty. A public official who advocates a con- 
tinuance of the wasteful extravagance of 
State and local governments in this crisis 
has not enough patriotism in his blood to 
fill the veins of a flea. Such individuals 
are as callousell to feelings of humanity 
and justice as the Junkers themselves. 
Every department head who asks for an 
increase over last year’s appropriations 
should be made to feel that either his fudg- 
ment or his loyalty is under suspicion, 
HAMMER HIM! 

Advance estimates of city and county bud- 
gets throughout the State indicate that the 
politicians are MAKING A DRIVE FOR A 
BIGGER BUNCH OF PUBLIC MONEY 
THAN EVER BEFORE IN THE HISTORY 
OF THE STATE. In place of reducing 
governmental expense new avenues are 
opened for the waste of public funds. It is 
hard for the average citizen to believe that 
such crass selfishness and disregard for 
the country’s welfare could exist in public 
Iife. But the estimates are not concealed; 
thelr totals are not subject to dispute. 
These bureaucrats care little that the sol- 
diers of our Liberty Army may be under- 
fed and short of ammunition, provided that 
the fleshpots of public office are well filled. 

Last year State and local government in 
California cost $187,000,000. In response 
for requests for retrenchment one State of- 
ficial has resigned a $6000 job: one member 
of the City Council has expressed a hope 
that the municipal tax rate may be de- 
creased.

ME SHOCKINGLUST SHOCKER. 

Quite the most vivid description of the 
recent seismic disturbance in Southern Cal!- 
fornia that has yet come to light appeared 
on April 26 in the DeKalb (Til.) Daily 
Chronicle. The account fs in the form of 
a letter addressed by a Mrs. F. C. Géesler 
(who is evidently a visitor in Los Angeles) 
to her sister in DeKalb and turned over to 
the little Illinois daily for publication. The 
document, which is played up under a big 
head on the first page, is all the more re- 
markable because it represents the first- 
hand impressions of one who was actually 
on the spot when the earth began to act up. 
As a record of mental impressions it is so 
remarkable, in fact, that it should be com- 
municated forthwith to the professors of 
psychology in the leading universities. No 
more astounding example of the influen¢e 
of excitement upon the imagination ts cited 
in any of the text-books—that much is sure. 

“Everything began to tremble severe- 

ly.” wrote the DeKalb lady, “and there 
were three most awful shocks. After 
the firat great shock, fires [sic] started 
in various parte of the city, and the 
sirens of the fire engines sounding their 
alarm was blood-<curdiing. Then the 
second and the third awful shock came, 
breaking plate-class windows and doing 
lots of damage to the inside of build- 
ings. Buildings rocked and swayed, and — 
the cround heaved. Roofs creaked and 
groaned and fell: chimneys fell through 
roofs, walls of brick buildings fell into 
the street, while others fell inward. 

“Many people fled into the streets. 

Some, in the rush, were trampled to 
death. In many parts of the 
city people could not stand. I myself 
could not stand and, even if I could 
have stood, I abandoned even the 
thought of going into the street, con- 
cluding it was as well to let the brick 
and stone fall on me inside as out in the 
street, for I live in the heart of the city. 
At the third and worst shock my ward- 
robe fell over on me, pinning me down 
completely, and it was some time be- 
fore I was rescued. At the 
time of the greatest disturbance a large 
mountain was seen to appear, to rise 
bodily, then drop back into place. I did 
not recover from my injuries yesterday 
so I could write and I am writing so 
early today that news of the terrible 
earthquake is not half told. 
But remember, the eastern people may 
well be glad they were not here.” 
The Times can picture the peeple in dear 
old DeKalb congratulating themselves that 
they had been safe at home and not in Los

Angeles on that terrible Sunday tn April, 
efter reading this letter from their towns- 
woman. Probably some of them were ac 
tually packing up to come out here when the 
terrible warning came. Now even the hardi- 
est of them will not want to make the trip 
until the debris of our ruined city has been 
cleared away and things straightened out a 
bit. More than likely many of them never 
could be induced to come to Southern Call- 
fornia now, notwithstanding that about half 
of Illinois is already here. The thought of 
living in such an atmosphere of dread and 
terror is too horrible to contemplate. Never 
again will old DeKalb complain about a 
little thing like a hot day or a Diizzard or 
a cyclone after hearing first-hand this way 
about the Los Angeles earthquake. 

Instances are common in which persons 
face to face with dire peril have in a mo 
ment’s time lived over the events of a life- 
time, but it is doubtful whether anyone 
ever before visioned in one minute so many 
things that didn’t exist and hadn't happened 
as did this lady from DeKalb tIn.the course 
of those “three most awful shocks.” The 
fire department seems to have absolutely 
no record of the conflagrations which she 
declares broke out in all parte of the city, 
and yet DeKalb has her word for it that the 
air was literally riven by the biood-curdiing 
shrieks of the fire engine sirens. And the 
buildings that fell. No one else tn all this 
great city appears to have discovered either 
the ones that “fell into the street” or those 
that “fell inward)” And that mountain that 
rose and then settled back again! 

And the casualties! The one thing most 
lacking in the Los Angeles earthquake story 
from the downright sensational point of 
view was casualties. One frightened lady 
running out the side exit of a theater, the 
plaster in which was not so much as 
cracked in the slightest degree, had the 
misfortune to bump her head on a fire-es- 
cape ladder. The DeKalb lady's misfortune 
in having the wardrobe fall over on her 
would have made the tally just twice as 
great had the telegraph editors been ap 
prised of the fact in time to get it on the 
wire. The telegraph men, of course, sent 
out all they had or could ascertain on such 
short notice. It remained for the DeKalb 
Daily Chronicle to break the big scoop 
about the people who, “in the rush, were 
trampled to death.” 

Were the author of the letter published 
in DeKalb a man The Times would have no 
hesitation in saying that somewhere in this 
bie city on that Sunday of the temblor 
there must have been a place where a 
thirsty fellow could get a drink of some- 
thing stronger than Illinois cider or Los 
Angeles near-beer and that the letter-writer 
had spent most of the day up to the time of 
the quake boozing therein. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the theory advanced in the 
opening paragraph of this editorial would 
seem to afford an explanation both reason- 
able and charitable.

Owners of “Germania” Bonds 
Canvass Outlook, 


Former Employees to Get Bill 
Collections. 


German - American Alliance 
Offices Closed. 


Max E. Socha, former editor of Ger- 
mania, the German-language daily 
newspaper which suspended on Apri) 
30, will file a petition in bankruptcy 
today, according to a statement made 
yesterday by Walter F. Haas, his at- 
torney. 

Walton J. Wood, public defender, 
after conferring with Mr. Socha and 
the former employees of Germania, 
who were owed five weeks" pay 
amounting to $1200, had the em- 
ployees appoint Richard Glauch, 
one of their number, to collect al) 
the outstanding bills for the bene- 
fit of the employees, and so Glauch 
is keeping.the offices of Germania 
open as long as the landlord of the 
building will permit. Over $200 has 
already come in to be applied to 
money owed employees. 

In the meantime owners of the 
$15,000 worth of Germania bonds 
have hegun to take steps to find how 


much they will get out of the news- 
paper property. C. W. Furl of the 
California Building, attorney for Mrs 
Sophia Headley, a widow, of No. 
831% Weet Ninth street, states that 
Mrs. Headley invested $2000, all her 
savings, In Gerrflania bonds, having

The bonds of Germania were sold 
to Loe Angeles people, many not 
Germans, who bought as an invest- 
ment. in 1914. They are bonds of 
the Germania Publishing Company, 
which lost its corporate existence 
on March 4, 1916, for nonpayment of 
taxes. The financial statement dat- 
ed July 1, 1914, gave Roger M. An- 
drews, now of Michigan, as« presi- 
dent and Socha as vice-president 
ef the corporation and stated that 
he was “president of the Los Ange- 
lee German-American Alliance and 
well known among the Germans of 
California and the country at large.” 

In this statement the assets of the 
company were given at $33,306.15 
and Mabilities of $20,083.96 and with 
net earnings “sufficient to pay § Der 
cent on a total indebtedness of $50,- 
000." The net earnings of Germania 
for 1913 were given at $1250.78, 
and for the first six months of 1914 
as $1693.91. 

ALIAANCE MOVES. 

The headquarters of the German- 
American Alliance in the Germania 
offices closed vyeet ny, and Rob- 


ty Council of Defense, which adopt- 
ed the following resolution:

The wholesalers annousiced that 
they may start a campaign of their 
own, selling Victory fish, 

Mr. Lyons explained the details 
of the berty fish campaign to the 
Council, stating that he had organ- 
ized a distributing system which 
brings Liberty fish to the retailers 
from the landing at a cost of one- 
fourth of a cent per pound, and 
that the price of fish generally has 
been tremendously reduced by this
